Of  course  the  preaching  is  under  the  di- 
rect control  of  the  pastor,  who  is  also  ex- 
officio  member  of  all  the  committees.  With 
the  deacons  and  voluntary  memliers  the 
pastor  has  charge  of  ' the  visitors — one  of 
the  indispensable  duties  for  permanent  suc- 
cess. The  church  at  large  is  responsible 
for  the  prayermeeting,  and  it  is  a shame  to  be 
throw  the  burden  on  the  pastor. 

In  the  matter  of  t ie  Sunday-schools;  the 
time  has  come  when  no  church  can  long 
neglect  it  and  live.  "It  is  the  very  founda- 
tion, humanly  speaking,  of  the  church;  for 

it  is  a fact  that  three-fourths  of  the  mem-  The  town  boasts 
l>ers  of  our  churches  claim  to  have  l>een  school  conducted  by 
converted  liefore  they  were  twenty  years  Prof.  J.  L.  Taylor.  It  w 
of  age.  Recent  statisticsshow  that  eightv- 
five  percent  of  the  additions  to  the  churches 
are  from  the  Sunday- schools. 

These  things  being  so  it  lx-hooves  us  to 
increase  our  interest  in  the  Sunday-school 
department.  It  has  a place  lor  all  the 
menders — the  older  ones  as  teachers  or 
Members  of  the  Bible  class;  the  younger  in 
o’  her  classes  down  to  the  little  tots.  There 
are  three  grades— Advanced,  Intermediate 
and  Primary.  So  these  have  been  added 
outside,  the  Home  department  and  Cradle 
Roll. 

Possibly  it  will  be  well  toexplain  these  lat- 
ter twodepartments.  We  will  try  to  be  brief. 

Their  names  indicate  largely  their  char- 
acter. The  purpose  is  to  extend  thej study 
of  God’s  Word,  in  the  first,  and  to  pre-empt 
the  infant,  so  speak— lieing  enrolled  as  a 
prospective  member  of  the  school  In  both 
cases  the  parents  are  brought  under  the  in- 
fluence of  the  gospel. 

There  are  sometimes  whole  families,  none 
of  whom  can  come  out  to  Sunday-sohool, 
and  others  who  are  indifferent,  or  will  not. 

On  the  other  hand  parents  often  fail  to 
interest  themselves  by  sending  their  chil- 
dren out.  All  these  families  are  visited  at 
their  homes,  and  induced  as  far  as  practi- 
cable to  receive  a quarterly  with  the  regu- 
lar lesson,  and  promise  to  study  it  one- 
half  an  hour  during  each  week,

Dr.  Cranfill's  Shy  at  ‘‘the  Leopard's 
Spots.”

In  the  "Baptist  Standard”  of  Novemlier 
27th,  Bro.  J.  B.  Cranfill  cuts  quite  a,  dido 
for  the  delectation  of  us  little  ones.  The 
Dr.evidenlly  considered  his  caper  very  cap- 
tivating because  he  cuts  it  under  the  cover 
of  a large,  double-leaded  heading  on  the 
first  page  of  his  paper.  This  is  the  heading: 
—“a  c.lance  at  two  recent  books."

Now  listen,  lie’s  going  to  have  another  one-: 
“The  Leopard's  Spots's  is  not  true  histor- 
ically. It  gives  the  dark  and  bloody  side 
of  Reconstruction  days,  but  ha* ‘no  word 
of  praise  for  our  faithful  slaves  who  stayed 
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peacefully  in  their  cabin  homes  and  topk 
care  of  our  women  and  children  while  o^r 
men  were  at  the  front,  fighting  to  keep 
them  enslaved.”  : V 

I confess  I did  not  quite  understand  this 
stricture  whfU  I first  read  it,  but  I think  l 
see  now.  I find  the  explanation  by  looking1 
back  a little  up  the  column  where  $he  Dr.,1 
patronizingly  observes  that  “As  a literary' 
production  Mr.  Dixon's  book  is  somewhat 
crude.” 

This  explain#  it.  > The  Dr.  wishes  the  #u- 
thsr  to  give  artistic  finish  to  his  effort. 
Wishes  him  to  go  back  behind,  the  lime  of 
the  origin  of  the  book  , and  sing  parans  to 
the  praise  of  our  former  slaves.  Ordinarily 
it  satisfies  the  critics^f  style  if  a book  deals 
artistically  with  events  inside  its  own  time 
limits.  I would  suggest  that  Mr.  ,Dixon 
write  a little  volumn  of  Psalms  dedicated 
to  the  ante-bellum  slave,  as  a sort  of  pur- 
chase price  for  the  privilege  of  writing-an- 
other  book  that  begins- with  ‘The  Surren- 
render  " Or  perhaps  it  wo„urd  not  lie  un- 
reasonable to  ask -him  to  write  thy  annals 
of  the  Negro  race  from  the  time  alluded  to 
in  Bro.  Craijfill’s  Scriptures.  Since  u/e 
come  to  think  about  it,  we  ourselves  begin 
t.>  see  how  Mr.  Dixon  did  the  Negro  race 
injustice,  and  showed  a "narrow  preju- 
dice," electing  to  begin  his  novel  at  the 
time  of  Lee’s  Surrender.  A man  is  evident v 
“narow"  if  he  elects  only  one  certain  time 
for  the  beginning  of  his  story,  when  there 
were  so  nfany  times  before  that,  :rt  which 
he  might  have  begu  . ^ 

Now  in  the  presence  <M  a matier  of  so 
great  importance  as  literary  flfnish,  it 
seems  a little  out'  of  place  to  refer  to  the 
latter  hall  of  the  Dr.'s  statement,  viz 
"While  our  men  were  at  the  front  fighting 
to  keep  them  enslaved.”  If  it  were  up  in 
my  United  States  History  class,  I would 
ftll  the  girls, — or  rather  in  answer  to  t»y 
questions,  they'd  tell  me,  tbatithe  "Boys 
in  Gray”  were  not  fighting  to#  perpetuate 
African  slavery.  Of  coarse  I shall  not  be 
guilty  of  the  impertinence  of  intimating 
that  the  accomplished  editor  4f  a great  pa- 
per in  the  South  needs  instruction  on  the 
point.  So  I omit  the  mention  of  that  part 
of  the  Dr's  complaint. 

Now  look  out!  he’s  going  to  have  an- 
other one!  "The  crowning  blight  of  Mr. 
Dixon's  book  is  bis  approval  of  the  burn- 
ing of  a Negro  wretch.”  This,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  hero  of  the  book 
actually  risked  his  life  to  prevent  the  lynch- 
ing. The  leader  of  the  mob  is  set  down 
by  Mr.  Dixon  himself,  in  the  cast  of  char- 
acters, as  a “dare-devil,  poor  white  man.” 
Bro.  Cranfill  evidently  got  his  “pizen  ' out 
of  the  wrong  box.  Dr.  Di^con  didn't  pre- 
scribe it. 

But  I fear  1 have  been  unfair  to  mv 
brother  of  the  quill.  He  says  himself,  (and 
this  may  explain  it  all)  that  the  reading  of 
the  book  made  his  blood  hot,  and  while 
the  cockles  of-  his  heart  were  warm  he 
turned  to  his  daughtei  and  said,  "I’m 
afraid  the  bock  is  true.”  Then  his 
thermometer  ran  down,  and  he  was  con- 
strained to  say  the  book  is  a lie.  In  the 
language  of  a certain  courageous  maid  or 
matron  of  the  distant  yesterday  “I  appeal 
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from  CranfilFcold,  to  Cranfill  hot.’

Why  I)o  the  Baptists  Immerse? 

K.  A.  VENABLE. 

I.  The  Baptists  immerse  because  Christ 
commanded  immersion.  That  he  com- 
mandedtjaptisiu few  have  had  thetemerity 
to  den \4  When  the  Baptists  insist  upon 
immersion  they  are  not  regarding  baptism 
as  a rite  to  be  observed  simply,  but  a coni- 
mandment  to  be  obeyed.  This  distinction 
is  not  always  observed  by  our  effusionists 
lirethren.  They  seek  tp  "reduce  the  ques- 
tion to  the  smallest  possible  proportion  by 
robbing  it  of  its  authority  as  a command- 
ment. They  sjx*ak  of  it  as  one  of  the  nones- 
sentials;  of  too  little  importance  to  be 
made  n subject  of  contention  and  divisions 
among  God’s  jieople.  The  chief  thing,  is  to 
seek  the  salvation  of  men  according  to 
their  view  of  the  question.  All  nonessen- 
tials are  to  be  cast  aside.  Kites  and  cere- 
monies are  too  trivial  to  be  allowed  to  dis- 
turb the  peace  and  harmony  of  the  Lord’s 
people.  Such  is  not  the  Baptist  view. 
Thev  insist  on  baptism  liecause  Christ  com- 
manded it.  Obedience  to  the  Lord  and  on- 
ly Lawgiver  in  Zion.  is  the  principle  for 
which  they  contend.  They  are  not  con- 
tending for  a form  of  baptism.  They  con- 
tend for  obedience  to  the  command  of 
Christ. 

They  contend  that  it  is  not  only  the  du- 
tv  of  Baptists  to  oliey  what  Christ  com- 
mands, but  to  get  others  to  obey.  They 
hold  that  the  effusionists  have  not  only 
not  been  baptized,  but  that  they  havealso, 
and  are,  disobeying  the  Lord;  and  that 
they  leatl  others  who  follow  their  teaching 
to  disobey.  They  hold  that  something 
else  has  been  made  to  take  the  place  of 
baptism,  which  is  not  the  thing  the  Lord 
commanded,  and  so  is  not  baptism  at  all. 
What  Christ  commanded  has  been  displac- 
ed by  the  commandments  and  traditions 
of  men.  They  hold  that  what  Christ  com- 
manded is  - practicable.  That  no  time  nor 
clime  can  be  found  where  immersion,  the 
thing  Christ  commanded,  ceases  to  lx- bind- 
ing and  cannot  lie  observed.  In  the  frozen 
regions  of  the  North,  and  in  the  balmy  and 
sunny  regions  of  the  South,  the  command 
to  be  immersed  is  equally  binding,  and  can 
lie  and  has  been  observed. 

The  command  "to  go  and  disciple  all  na- 
tions” has  inseparably-  bound  up  with  it 
the  command  to  baptize.  These  two  com- 
mands emanate  from  the  same  authority. 
The  same  ascending  Lord  commands  both. 
Wherever  men  are  evangelized,  wherever 
they  become  disciples,  by  a penitent  accept- 
ance of  Christ,  through  the  preaching  of 
his  jieople,  they  are  required  to  lx- baptiz- 
ed. No  one  thinks  of  accusing  the  Baptists 
of  narrowness  Ix-eause  they  insist  ujxni 
world-wide  missions.  No  one  regards 
them  as  bigoted  because  they  insist  that  it 
is  a command  of  Christ  ‘to  go  and  discijik 
all  nations.”  “Baptize”  and  “lie  baptiz- 
ed” are  as  clearly  designated  as  the  “go" 
and  “disciple.”  Th6re  is  no  dispute  as  to 
the  command  to  evangelize  the  world. 
The  language  is  too  explicit  to  ad.jnit  of 
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any  controversy  as  to  its  meaning.  There 
can  be  no  dispute  as  to  the  obligation  it 
imposes.  The  scholarship  of  the  world 
have  no  dispute  as  to  the  meaning  of  the 
word  expressive  of  the  act  of  baptism. 
With  them  it  is  not  a question  any  longer 
in  controversy.  All  know  and  affirm  that 
immersion  is  the  act  commanded.  As  to 
the  import  of  the  act,  there  are  differences 
of  opinion.  There  never  was  and  there 
never  can  lie  any  dispute  as  to  baptism  s 
resting  upon  a command  of  Christ. 

The  Baptists  are  not  contending  for  a 
denominational  tenet  when  they  insist  on 
immersion  for  baptism.  They  are  con  tend- 
ing tor  obedience  to  a New  Testament  com- 
mand. Their  plea  is  that  Christ  com- 
mands baptism,  and  that  New  Testament 
baptism  is  immersion,  simply  that  and 
nothing  less,  nor  nothing  more. 

When  they  refuse  to  recognize  anything 
else  as  baptism,  thev  are  not  stickling  over 
the  question  of  much  water,  as  opposed  to 
a little  water,  whether  one  shall  lie  sprink- 
led ujion,  or  poured  upon,  or  put  under  the 
water. 

It  is  not  a little  water  or  much  water 
that  determines  whether  one  is  a Bajitist 
or  not.  Baptism,  immersion,  does  not 
make  one  a Baptist.  A Baptist  is  one  who 
accepts  the  Word  of  God  as  the  only  rule 
of  faith  and  practice.  That  it  is  in  every 
way  ample,  and  that  its  requirements 
must  lie  obeyed  just  as  they  are  laid  down 
by  God  himself.  The  New  Testament  is 
the  only,  and  sufficient  authority  on  the 
question  of  Christian  baptism.  Any  de- 
parture from  the  act  commanded  as  re- 
sjxvts  baptism,  the  Baptists  resent  at  once. 
They  resent  sprinkling  and  pouring,  not 
liecause  they  believe  in  much  water,  in  im- 
mersion, but  because  they  hold  that  the 
command  of  Christ  demands  immersion. 
They  contend  for  olx-dience  to  the  letter. 

11  it  could  lx-  shown  that  the  word  baptizo, 
expressive  of  the  act  commanded  by  Christ, 
does  not  mean  immersion,  it  would  not  af- 
fect the  great  principle  for  which  the  Bap- 
tists contend. 

They  contend  for  obedience,  and  one  can- 
not obey  the  command  to  be  baptized,  or 
baptize,  except  by  performing  the  act  of 
immersion,  or  being  immersed.  The  Lord 
commands  the  individual  jxnitcnt  believer 
to  lx*  immersed.  He  commands  those  who 
are  charged  with  the  duty  to  baptize,  to 
immerse.  Those  charged  with  the  duty 
and  responsibility  of  evangelizing  the 
world  are  left  no  discretion  in  the  matter. 
They  are  to  carry  Jout  the  • command  to 
baptize,  and  that  act  is  immersion.  The 
jienitCnt  lieli«*ver  is  commanded  to  be  baji- 
tized,  and  he  has  not  obeyed  until  he  has 
been  immersed.  For  the  administrator  to 
do  something  else  than  immerse,  is  to  diso- 
bey the  positive  command  of  the  Lord  from 
whom  his  authority  to  baptize  is  derived. 
For  the  jienitent  believer  to  observe  any- 
thing else  than  immersion,  is  to  fail  to 
obey  the  very  first  command  of  his  Saviour 
and  Lord. 

Both  have  disobeyed,  either  from  wilful 
disobedience,  or  from  inexcusable  igno- 
rance. No  scholar  would  claim  lor  one 
moment  that  what  Christ  commanded  had 
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been  done  by  either  one. 

In  refusing  church  fellowship  with  other 
so-called  churches,  the  Bajitists  do  not 
raise  the  issue  of  little  or  much  water,  as 
the  barrier  which  forbids  this  much  desir- 
ed consummation.  It  is  simply  one  of  olie- 
dience  or  disoliedience  to  a plain  and  ur- 
gei.tcommand  of  their  Lord  and  King.  To 
place*  this  lack  of  fellowship  ujion  the  sim- 
ple question  of  a little  water  or  much 
water,  is  to  rest  it  upon  a false  and  inse- 
cure basis. 

It  is  not  the  Jordan  which  divides  the 
Baptists  from  all  effusionists,  but  it  is  a 
plain,  explicit,  and  positive  command  of 
the  Lord  who  redeems  us  and  whose  we 
are.  No  Bajitist,  so  far  as  I know,  ever 
refused  to  fcllowshij)  other  Christian  or- 
ganizations because  they  have  not  been 
buried  with  Christ  in  baptism,  but  because 
they  have  not  and  do  not  obey  the  com- 
mandment of  the  Lord  in  lx-ing  immersed. 
The  effusionists  are  to  lie  credited  with 
seeking  to  place  the  issue  of  the  nonfel- 
lowship of  Baptists  for  other  denomina- 
tions on  the  question  of  much  or  little  wa- 
ter. Either  from  ignorance  or  wilful  mis- 
representatation,  they,  in  this  way,  reduce 
the  whole  question  ;o  a mere  banality. 
The  Baptists’  charge  against  all  non-im- 
inersionists  churches,  so  called,  is  not 
that  they  have  not  sinqily,  not  lieen  bap- 
tized, but  that  they  have  not  obeyed  the 
Lord’s  command  in  baptism.  The  com- 
mand requires  one  thing  and  they  have 
done  another  and  a very  deferent  tiling. 
Fellowhip  is  withheld  therefore  because  of 
their  disobedience,  yes,  more  their  wilful 
perversion  of  a divine  command.  Since 
the  Bajitists  are  immersed  because  Christ 
commanded  it,  they  cannot  fellowship 
those  who  have  not  lx*en  immersed,  liecause 
they  have  declined  to  do  what  Christ  com- 
mands. To  fellowship  such  would  lie  to 
mnke  naught  ol  the  commandment  of 
Christ.  It  would  be  to  fellowship  a palpa- 
ble and  wilful  disobedience.  The  Baptists 
know  they  have  lieen  Scripturally  bap- 
tized. All  agree  with  them  in  this  claim. 
But  they  are  not  only  to  be  baptized  them- 
selves, but  they  are  to  seek  to  bring  oth- 
ers to  obey  the  Lord’s  command  and  be 
baptized.  But  olx-dience  and  flint  com- 
mand require  immersion,  nothing  less. 
Should  they  have  fellowship  with  those 
who  have  not  been  immersed,  and  so  have 
not  oileyed,  they  would  cease  to,  lx-  Bajv 
tists.  The  principle  of  simple  obedience  to 
the  Lord’s  cammands  would  lx*  thrown  to 
the  winds,  and  with  it  would  go  their  sole 
and  only  claim  as  Baptists.  They  would 
lie  as  the  woodman  who  cut  off  the  limb 
between  himself  and  the  tree.  To  fellow- 
ship those  who  decline  to  obey  the  Lord’s 
command  to  lie  baptized  and  who  stoutly 
contend  against  such  obedience  by  substi-

It  issaid  of  the  Athenians  that  they  were 
always  seeking  for  "something  new.”

I have  In-fore  me  the  minutes  of  three  As- 
sociations ol  1876 — the  Choctaw,  38th  an- 
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nual  session;  the  Bethlehem,  23rd;  the 
Chick asahav,  1 st  session.  These  may  be 
termed,  the  mother,  the  daughter,  and  the 
granddaughter.  Now  comes  the  Lauder- 
dale County,  from  the  latter  two,  mainly. 

In  is  17  it  was  my  privilege  to  attend 
the  Choctaw,  in  its  session  at  Mashula- 
ville,  Winston  County,  and  the  year  fol- 
lowing at  Salem  Church,  Lauderdale 
Countv.  Few  of  those  present  at  those 
meetings  are  now  living,  and  none  of  the 
min  sters.  Among  the  latter  were  S.  S 
Latiimore.  John  Mieou,  \V.  M.  Farrar,- 
Michael  Ross,  W.  1*  Carter,  B Fi  Will js, 
and  Basil  Manly,  Jr.,  of  Alabama-rtiaroes 
that  I now  recall  from  memory. 

Immediately  after  the  war,  1 was  a dele- 
gate from  Meridian  to  the  Bethlehem  As- 
sociation, which  met  at  Hi  kory  Grove, 
Lauderdale  County.  There  was  then  no 
Sunday  School  in  its  bounds,  except  ours, 
which  was  organized  May  lo.lSdo  Now 
it  is  a rare  thing  to  find  a church  w ithout 
a Sunday  School.  All  of  the  old  ministers 
seem  to  have  passed  away,  and  not  many 
of  the  old  members  remain.  Bro.  Caleb 
and  Joshua  McLcpiore  are  with  us  still  of 
the  Old  Guard. 

C’hickasahay  Association  was  organized 
in  1876,  at  Shubutn,  Clark  County.  Its 
object  was  to  reach  more  effectively,  the 
churches  along  the  lines  of  the  railroads. 
At  the  first  meeting  only ' nine  churches 
were  represented;  tyut  it  grew  quite1,  rapid- 
ly. The  ordained  ministers  were  ns  fol- 
lows: C.  M.  Gordon,  S.  S.  Robins,  R N. 
Hall,  W.  D.  Northrup,  0.  D.  Bowtfi,  and 
Luther  Norris.  Only  two  of  these  are  now 
with  us.  Twenty-seven  churches  now. 
compose  the  body — three  of  then)  being 
•list  Avenue,  7th  Avenue,  and  Highlands, 
of  Meridian.  All.  save  three,  are  oontigu- 
our  to  the  M.  & O.  Railroad. 

Again,  there  lie  before  me  tw  o pamphlets 
of  1879,  called  “The  Bible  Student,”  pub- 
lislied  in  Memphis,  Tenn.,  and  edited  by 
SyBrahus  Landrum,  D.  D.,  and  L.  A.  Dun- 
can, then  sojourning  in  that  city,  1 hey 
contain  some  very  interesting  matter  be- 
sides able  sermons  of  Dr.  L.,  with  accounts 
of  the  epidemic  of  187S.  There  is  also  a 
letter  from  Bro.  L.  C.  Eager,  aliout  the 
ravages  of  the  epidemic  in  Mississippi.  Al-^ 
so  pointed  editorial  in  The  \\  ord  of  God, 
Ladies’  Aid  Societies,  Revivals  in  Cljurches, 
Christian  Example,  Front  Seats.  Love  of 
Money,  The  Wife  a Helpmeet,  etc.  The  Hi- 
hie  Student  was  a monthly  periodical,  dis- 
continued with  the  August  number  of 
, 1879.

The  Value  of  Limitations. 

The  assertion  that  Limitations  are  valu- 
able may  seem  paradoxical,  and  even  be 
doubted  or  denied;  and,  no  doubt,  is  con- 
trary to  the  notions  of  most  men.  They 
think  if  they  had  unlimited  opportunities 
and  unrestrained  freedom  they  could  do 
marvelous  things.  It  is  lx-cause  of  thenar- 
row  sphere  in  which  they  labor  that  they 
cannot  accomplish  greater  results. 

But  is  this  pot  in  its  final  analysis  much 
like  the  hissing  steam  in  the  cylinder  de- 
manding more  room  to  show  its  power? 
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What  can  it  do  if  given  unlimited  space? 

It  is  only  because  it  is  forced  into  a -mall 
compass  that  it  is  invaluable  for  power. 

In  its  cramped  quarters  it  presses  on  every 
side,  is  itself  compressed,  and  by  its  own 
powers  iH  elasticity  and  expansion  drives 
tbC  piston  rod  of  the  mighty  engine  at  the 
will  of  man  Steam  u infer  pressure  and 
control  is  of  untold  value  to  the  world,  un- 
trammeled and  uncontrolled  it  is  simply 
a vapor  or  a cloud. 

So  man  needs  to  lie  in  cramped,  or  at 
least,  squall  enough  quarters,  that  meta- 
phorically speaking,  lie  can  touch  top, 
bottom,  and  sides,  and  then  by  his  increas- 
ing powers  of  growth  and  expansion,  he 
can  force  a place  large  enough  to  suit  his 
abilities  and  talents.  It  is  always  latter 
to  lie  in  a position  which  you  lutye  out- 
grown,  than  to  undertake  to  fill  one  sev- 
eral size's  too  large  for  you.  The  former 
shows  that  yog  are  willing  to  do  the  com- 
mon every  day  duties;  that  it  is  not  simply 
preferment  and  • prominence  that  you  are 
seeking. 

In  a limited  sphere,  many  of  us  might 
shine  as  stars  of  the  first  magnitude,  while 
in  a large  field  we  would  hardly  equal  the 
light  from  a fire -fly  or  a glow-worm. 

God  intends  every  man  to  make  his  own 
place  in  tfie  world;  And,  if  one  finds  himself 
in  quarters  which  he  think^Jfoo  smal^-for 
his  abilities,  let  him  demonstrate  it  by  ex 
ccptionally  -.fine  work  there.  The  world 
w ill  not  Ik-  sjow  to  discover  him  and  place 
him  in  a position  w here  he  can  expand  his 
powers  to  their  fullest  extent. 

Did  not  limitations  give  to  the  world 
"Saul  of  Tarsus?”  When  he,  at  the  head 
of  a fierce  band  of  persecutor*,  had  rid  Je- 
rusalem of  Christians,  his  restless  spirit 
sought  wider  fields,  and  going  to  the  au- 
thorities, he  secures  permission  to  extend 
his  operations.  He- might  have  remained 
in  Jerusalem  and  have  been  a leader  ol  his 
fieople  and  kept  that  city  free  from  Christ- 
ian?; but,  when  lie  breaks  without  its 
hounds  from  sheer  force  of  character,  he 
seals  his  own  doom  in  his  chosen  career. 
He  could  tobch  nil  points  where  he  was, 
bu  t when  he  got  outside  he  found  he  could 
no  longer  shine  as  a persecutor.  He  who 
had  never  failed  in  his  purpose,  now  fulls 
beneath  the  dazzling  glory  of  Christ's  maj- 
esty; and,  recognizing  his  own  impotence, 
asks  to  be  instructed  in  what  he  is  to  do.  The 
dictator  can  no  longer  command  a bloody 
band  of  persecutors;  but  must  himself  seek 
guidance;  And  though  it  leads  himin  an  en- 
tirely different -sphere  of  activity  he  accepts 
gracefully,  and  the  world  has  been  led  to  a 
nobler  life  and  higher  living  because  he  la- 
bored under  restrictions,  or  limitations. 

Again,  we  might  say  this  same  power 
gave  us  a New-  World  through  Columbus. 
II  he  had  lieen  satisfied  to  sail  the  narrow 
seas  of  his  contemporaries,  he  might  have 
lived  and  died/unknown;  but  his  spirit  de- 
manded larger  fields  and  he  made  them 
Jiroadcr  by  the  irresistible  force  of  his  char- 
acter. 

It  is  overcoming  difficulties,  the  rising 
superior  to  limitations*  that  marks  ahd 
makes  the  man  and  the  place  he  occupies. 
If  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  had  not  been  put 


under  restrictions,  they  could  not  have  en- 
dured; the  Mayflower  would  not  have 
landed  hei  precious  cargo  on  our  shores, 
and  freedom  of  worship  would  have  been 
indefinitely  delayed. 

If  tke  colonists  had  not  lieen  burdened 
and  limited  in  personal  rights  and  lilierties, 
the  freedom  and  independence  of  the  States 

* v f 

would  riot  have  been  secured'  ' >, 

Then,  with  faith  iu  God,  in  ourselves,  and 
in  society  j let  us  take  courage  hnd  though 
apparently  hampered  by  limited  means  and 
opportunities,  “press  the  battle  to  the 
gate,”  and  we  shall  find  the  way  not  so 
securely  barred  but  that  it  will  open  of  it- 
self and  reveal  unto 'our  rapltured  gaze  a 
new  world,  with  sufficient  space  and  ample 
opportunities' for  all  the  reserve  powers  we 
may  have  at  our  command.. 

Let  us  thank  God  for  limitations.  If 
vour  field  is  getting  too  small  you  are 
growing,  and  t lit  re  is  a larger  future  lie- 
fore  you.  He  is  not  half  a man  who. has 
not,  nud  who  cannot,  rise  except  by  the 
aid  of  favorable  circumstances.

The  visit  of  the  "paper  man  ’ to  Scran- 
ton though  brief,  was  quite  pleasant.  He 
was  kindly  received  by  the  saints.  Bishop 
L.  E.  Half  was  called  away  by  telegram 
on  the  day  before  my  visit,  and,  imuch  to 
my  regret,  I did  not  meet  him  However, 

I found  his  “better-hall"  at  home  and 
greatly  enjoyed  a few  minute’s  conversa- 
tion with  her.  I was  delighted  to  find 
that  the  prospects  for  the  Baptist  cause  at 
Scranton  are  brightening  and  Bro.  Hall  is 
encouraged  in  the  work  there,  l’astor  and 
flock  ire  in  love  with  each  other  and  work- 
ing in  harmony  for  the  Master.  Behold, how- 
good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  pastor  and 
flock  to  labor  together  in  unity:  for 
there  the  Lord  commanded  the  blessing. 

I found  Prof.  J.  S.  Thornton,  of  the  good 
old  Baptist  family  of  that-name,  in  charge 
of  the  city  high  school.  It  is  truly  a good 
omen  for  the  future  when  such  men  are 
placed  at  the  head  of  our  public  schools. 
They  are  builders  who  lay  broad,  deep  and 
lasting  foundations. 

I regret  that  I cannot  speak  more  at 
length  of  the  future  of  Scranton  lrom  a 
business  point  of  view.  That  the  town  is 
destined  to  groxy  <n  importance  and  size 
cannot  lx  doubted  by  the  intelligent  ob- 
server. Railroad  rumors  are  already  in 
the  air  and  are  destined  soon  to  material- 
ize; with  comparatively  little  expentc, 


Scranton  can  be  rt^adc  a deep  water  port 
and  harbor  of  no  little  capacity  and  im- 
portance; and  the  lxauty  and  healtfulness 
of  the  town  and  surroundings  will  com- 
mend it  to  home-seekers.  Pecans  and  cer- 
tain fruits  can  be  grown  here  to  perfection. 

Mr.  A.  G.  Delmas  showed  me '-the  finest 
sample  of  jxcans  I ever  saw  and  ,a  bronze 
medal  received  by  him  at  the  Paris  Impo- 
sition for  the  lxst  exhibit  of  pecans,  pro- 
duced by  bis  orchard  at  Scranton.

&S  1 . train  for  tin.  i wns  along  that  line. 

» i wing  to  incorrect  i formation,  I passed 
by  Reeves  and  Saucn  r and  made  my  first 
stop  at 

HOWISON. 

Here  I found  our  good  brother,  J.  W. 
Bozeman,  son  of  the  sainted  J-  W.  Boze- 
man, who  died  while  pastor  of  one  of  our 
churches,  in  Meridian  some  yea  i * ng<  >.  Bro. 
B.  is  manager  of  the  Native  Lumber  Co., 
at  this  point,  a plant  that  is  exporting  a 
considerable  quantity  of  lumber  by  .way  of 
Gulfport.  This  dear  brother  took  tfie  "pa- 
per man”  in  and  used  him  kindly  for  his 
work's  sake.  At  first  I could  hear  of  only 
a few  Baptists  in  this  place,  but  by  a 
close  canvass  I found  about  fifteen  and  sev- 
eral of  these  gave  me  their  subscriptions  to 
The  Baptist. 

The  population  of  Howison  is  given  me 
at  350  or  400.  There  is  a Ixautiful  union 
church  house  here,  neatly  lurnished,  cost- 
ing about  $1,500.  Tnis  building  is  at 
present  used  by  the  Methodists  only.  Rev. 
Mr.  Hightower,  of  McHenry,  preaching 
there  two  Sundays  in  each  month.  The 
Baptists  are  anxious  to  have  preaching 
and  are  willing  to  co-operate  with  our  S. 
M.  Board  in  maintaining  a preacher.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  Board  will  lx  able  to 
help  them.  There  is  another  large  saw- 
mill plant  going  up  about  a mile  north  ot 
Howison  and  two  miles  south  from  my 
next  stop. 

MCHENRY. 

Here  I was„most  kindly  entertained  by 
Bro.  J.  M.  Holcomb,  father  of  pastor  W.  B. 
Holcomb;  and  here  also  I had  the  delight- 
lid  pleasure  to  meet  a dear  brother,  W.  A. 
Land,  who  was  a pupil  of  mine  in  Texas 
nearly  twenty-five  years  ago,  and  whose 
father  is  a Baptist  “indeed,  in  w hom  is  no 
guile.”  We  are  glad  to  welcome  these 
splendid  brethren  to  Mississippi.  The 
Baptist  will  lx  accounted  a household  ne- 
cessity bo  Bro.  Land. 

It  was  a pleasure  to  preach  lor  Pastor 
Holcomb  Sunday  morning  and  night.  The 
weather  was  bad,  butagood  congregation 
of  \oung  jxople whelped  me  to  preach  by 
giving  most  excellent  attention  to  the 
Word.  Recently  . the  Lord  has  graciously 
blessed  the  churcb  here  with  a glorious  re- 
vival, an  account  of  which  has  Ixen  pub- 
lished in  The  Baptist.

7th  Avenue  Church. 

This  church  is  in  the  immediate  suburbs 
of  Meridian,  called  Georgetown;  being 
barely  two  squares  from  the  cotton  mill. 

It  is  the  seventh  in  number  organized  in 
the  Meridian  district,  while  its  house  of 
worship,  a small  wooden  structure,  is  on 
Seventh  Avenue:  hence  its  name. 

About  a year  ago  the  State  Board  ap- 
pointed Elder  D.  A.  Covington  to  preach 
there  once  a month  regularly,  and  at  other 
times  he  might  lx  a6le  to  give,  the  church 
agreeing  to  do  what  it  could.  There  has 
been  some  progress  in  the  field,  while  a 
very  efficient  Sunday  School  has  been  kept 
up. 

With  a larger  and  more  attractive  house, 
there  would  lx  much  more  rapid  growth. 
The  Salvation  Army  have  moved  into  the 
field  and  erected  a rather  capacious  build- 
ing, which  it  appears  is  under  so-ea'Ued  ho- 
liness control.  It  is  expected  that  kour 
Methodist  friends  will  enter  the  coming 
year. 

Pastor  Covington  began  a meeting  in 
the  Baptist  house  last  Sunday  week,  30th 
ult.4  with  the  assistance  of  Elder  W.  A. 
Roper,  of  Stonewall.  While  Bro.  Roper 
did  nearly  all  the  preaching,  he  had  the  as- 
sistance of  the  pastor,  of  course,  and  El- 
ders J.  R.  Steinwinder  and  W.  T.  Lumbley. 
There  were  fifteen  additions  to  the  church, 
four  Ixing  for  baptism;  swelling  the  mera-^ 
Ixrship  to  fifty-five. 

As  soon  as  possible  it  is  necessary  to  put 
up  a Ixtter  house,  and  perhaps  a little 
further  up  the  hill.  There  are  about  seven- 
ty Baptist  families  living  within  afMut  a 
quarter  of  a mile  from  the  church.

Meridian  Has  not  too  many  Baptist 
churches;  the  trouble  is  that  there  are  too 
many  Baptists  not  in  thechurches.  Again, 
there  are  too  many  Baptists  that  want  to 
be  in  the  big  churches,  for  some  reason— 
perhaps  they  don’t  want  to. work,  or  don't 
want  to  pay,  or  don’t  want  to  sacrifice. 
It  may  be  that  some  want  to  conform  to
